In 
Chicago and « few other cities successful 
experiments have been made with wireless 
methods of police communication In Chi- 
cago & police automobile equipped with 
wireless ran fer ten miles through the 
mates of the city with the driver in con- 
stant telephonic communication with the 
Chief, who was stationed tm the tower of 
Hall. The automodile ts directiy 
or indirectly responsible for half of the 
erimes committed. It must be made more 
efficient in the work of correction and pin. 
ishment. If police skirmishers can be kom 
m constant communication with headquar. 
ters by wireless telephone their availability 
will be immensely enlarged. They would

HE OUTLOOK FOR MEXICO. 
Mexico possesses a great constructive 
genius in President Obregon and her day 


During the lest ten years the people 
Mexico have paseed through a flery furmace; 
but the country now has an opportunity 
aTow and prosper, to develop its resources 


equality of opportunity to all within her 
borders. To purete a narréw and selfish 
policy of “Mexieé for the Mexicans” would 
be fatal to future prosperity. 

If real popular government is to prevail 
there, Mexico must have an infusion of new 
blood, of new citisens who are ready and 
willing to work, whe are intelligent and 
possess the rudiments of a modern educa- 
tion, sufficient to keep themselves informed 
as to mationa! and world affairs. 

Mexico now has the opportunity to take 
advantage of the fact that the United States 
is curtailing immigration. She can extend 
anh invitation to the bone and sinew of Da 
rope to make their homes there, to become 
citizens and develop her natural] resources. 
If this policy is pursued, shutting out the 
vicious but making i easy for every man 
who is ambitious te secure a domicile in 
the Western Hemisphere to come, it will 
be the one great event that will mark the 
beginning of tremendous progress and de- 
velopment tn Mexico. 

An example fs offered her by the success 
attained by this country when, by wise im- 
migfation laws, we invited the people of 
Scandinavia, Germany, France, Italy and 
Great Britain to occupy our vacant lands 
seventy years ago. If Me United States 
had pursued a narrow and selfish policy of 
isolation when the republic was formed the 
vast domain West of the Allegheny Moun- 
tains would etill be undeveloped. 

One point that President Obregon made 
In our discussione during my recent visit 
to the Mexicin capital impressed me great- 
ly. He said that he had not pacified Mexico 
through force of arms, that, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he had discharged and 
sent back to peaceful pursuits the major 
portion of the men who were formerly un- 
der arms, none of the dissatisfied elements, 
professional bandits included, had been 
able to secure a following sufficient to start 
at any point even an incipient revolution. 

President Obregon did not rise to his 
present positidn through a happy accident, 
a caprice of fortune. It came to him be- 
cause through all the period of the revolu- 
tions he proved himeelf worthy. During all 
the troubled years Obregon never failed m 
any emergency. Th his connection With af- 
fairs of government he displayed a sound 
judgment, strong convictions and an inde 
fatigable energy. He is well poised, thinks 
straight and is big enough and magnanimous 
enough to deal out justice to friefid and foe 
alike. He believes in México and the peo 
ple of Mexico believe in him. Sustained by 
his own country and supported by the good 
will of the United States he should be able 
to accomplish much. 

President Obregon is confronted by many 
and grave problems, similar to thosé which 
Washington was called upon to solve at the 
end of the Revolution asd Lincoln during 
the Rebellion; but he is much more limited 
than were they in a very essential resource, 
an éducated people schooled in the funda- 
mentals of self-government. Only a com- 
paratively small percentage of the people 
of the Mexican republic are educated, the 
balance being Indians who are generally ti- 
literate. 

Among the educated classes there are #0 
many selfish interests that any man with 
jess patriotism and less ability than Presi- 
dent Obregon possesses would find the task 
of reconstruction insurmountable. His in- 
tense desire to serve his country, evidenced 
in all bis actions, is an inspiration to all 
with whom he comes in contact. He point- 
ed out to me that, during the whole thirty- 
day period of the recent Centennial cele- 
bration, not one untoward thing happened 
in the City of Mexico, where more than 
400,000 visitors were entertained. There 
were no murders, no thieving, no fights, no 
serious quarrels; nothing but peaceful days 
afd nights during the whole month of the 
celebration. 

Such is Mexico under the Obregon admin- 
istration. Is it any wonder President Obre- 
foh feels that, with twenty months of peace 
in Mexico since Carranzh, the rest of the 
world should begin to have confidence in 
the stability of the present government? 
Hie contends that if the United Btates gov- 
ernment offictals really appreciated his dif- 


-fculties, if they actually sensed the tem- 


permental qualities of the Mexican people, 
they would perceive the necessity for co- 
operating with him in establishing a stable 
government, a government that will be just 
to its own citizens as well as to all foreign- 
ers who reside tn Mexico. 

Let recognition be given. to the Obregon 
administration by the governments of the 
other nations, and the financial support 
which foreiga capital will then be justified 
in extending, and we shall soon see the 
greatest era of constructive development 
and prosperity in Mesice that has 
ever been known there. The country is 
rich Im natural] resources and the people are 
tired of revolution and the destruction of 
property. They crave peace, quiet and an 
opportunity to earn and to restore their 
Jost possessions. The Bolshevik element is 
mot more mumerous in Mexiéo than in the 
United States and perhaps in other civilized 
nations of the world. They have bed «a 
practical example of what Bolshevism means 
and the people want no more of it.

| HE LO6 ANGELES SALON. 

Those who are still skeptical about the 
artistic and cultural development of Los 
Angeles keeping pace with our increase in 
population and progress in industry should 
visit this week the Los Angeles salon. Many 
among us, perhaps a majority, are probably 
unaware that seach an institution exists. 
This term is applied to the annual exhibit 
tions of painting and sculpture held by the 
California Art Club in the main gallery of 
the Les Angeles Museum at Mxposition 
Park. 


Southern California is the promised land 
of the landscape painters and the local art 
colony comprises some of the most re. 
mnowned landscapists in America. They 
have migrated here from the shores of the 
seven seas and they live in a land of en- 
chantment from which, for them, there Is 
mo escape. They say that the golden sun 
dust is more luminous here than anywhere 
else on earth. But painters, like prophets, 
seem to fad little honor and lees homage 
in thetr own communities. Not one canvas 
in twenty painted here remains {n Southern 
California. They are sent to New York, 
London and Paris, where they find a ready 
market. Meanwhile at least half a million 
dollars of Los Angeles money is sent to the 
East and to Bufope annually for the pur- 
chase of art treasures. 


In the present exhibition are canvases 
that time will render famous; for America 
is rapidly becoming foted as the home of 
the greatest living colorists. Their can- 
vases awake the admiration of Buropean 
art connoisseurs. The French government 
has just purchased its fifth masterpiece 
from an American painter, Harry Lachman. 
They are all landscapes; and it will be m- 
formative to those who have still but «a 
scant admiration for American art to know 
that the French government owns more 
canvases by Mr. Lachman than by any oth- 
er foreign artists, even by’ the masters of 
the Renaissance period. Its latest acquist- 
tion, “The Valley of Grand Anley.” was 
offered by its author last year to the Car. 
negie Gallery at Pittsburg and was declined 
by the jury. 

Instances might be multiplied in which 
masterpieces by American artists, after re 
jection in their own country, were pur- 
chased by foreign governments and now 
evoke universal admiration. Whistiet's 
terplece, a portrait of his mother, wen! beg- 
ging in America; and the Boston Library 
turned down Macmonnies’ justiy famous 
“Bacechante.” Prudishness caused the re 
jection of the “Bacchante,” but it offers no 
excuse for the lack of appreciation of Lach- 


Artists are aware that a similar lack of 
appreciation of home talent exists In South- 
ern California. The average purchaser of 
oll paintings imagines that a canvas, to be 
a masterpiece, must picture a foreign scene 
and be the work of an alien artist. lt is 
high time that we of Los Angeles should 
open out eyes to the pearis of art scattered 
about our feet. 

Competent judges who are familiar with 
the Leadon and Paris ennual exhibits as 
sert that the present collection of landscape 
Canvases on display in the Los Angeles 
stion is the finest ever assembied for a 
simflar exhibition in any country. There 
are scenes from the High Sierras, Yosemite, 
the Grand Canyon, the desert, the canyons 
and foothills about Los Angeles, the south- 
erm beaches, private gardens and public 
parks. Every canvas possesses merit and 
conveys a message, for a jury passed upon 
each picture before it was accepted. 

But it is not for ite landscapes alone that 
this year’s salon is notable. There are a 
score of genre paintings that dépict scenes 
im the every-day life Of the people. Where 
the average pefson seés only the common- 
place the inspired vision of the artist senses 
rhythm and we The portrait painters 
are creators of umes ag well as delin- 
eators of character. If milady would know 
the most becoming *tyles for blond hair or 
brown, would learn the draping that sets 
off a figure, either siender or slightly obese, 
to the best advantage she will find these 
problems solved im the portraits that adorn 
the walls of the gallery. It is the portrait 
painters of Paris who set for a generation 
the styles for women. Los Angeles is now 
dictating the styles for the women of Amer- 
lea and these portraitists are creating the 
styles for Los Angeles. Los Angeles sculp 
tors also have their part in the exhibition, 
although they are not so numerous nor s0 
prolific as the colorists. They are ham- 
pered by the lack of marble; but a vein of 
wonderful white marble ts reported to have 


try. if this proves to be true the sculptors 
are destined to become as famous as our 
landscapista. 


At the present time our artists are com- 
pelled to wander like waifs from domicile 
to domicile. They have no collective home 
in Los Angeles. One suggestion which has 
come from the present exhibition ts that a 
movement be inaugurated to construct 
Qlubroom and exhibition gallery for the Cal- 
ifornia Art Club. If a permanent place of 
exhibit for the productiens of Southern Cal- 
ifornia artiste were secured here it would 
at ones become one of the show places of 
the city, as popular as are the rooms of the 
Chamber of Commerce. We owe it to the 
artists, who are educators as well, to give 
them more cordial recognition, for fn hon- 
ortng them we shall be honoring ourselves.

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DUCATION AAD LUXURIES. 

One of the first men to tender his ree 
ignation to Mr. Harding was Philander P. 
Claxton, United States Commissioner of Bd- 
cation since 1911. 

During these years of public service Mr. 
Claxton has greatly advanced the cause of 
the publie schools of the United States and 
has endeared himself to all public-school 
people by his persoha] interest and re 
sourcefulness. No one worked harder than 
he to prevent a lowering. of educational 
standards in the United States during the 
World War. In fact, he took advantage of 
the times to impress upon the public the 


fact that this great national school system | 


had long Ween suffering from the accumu- 
lated neglect and the unquestioned use of 
accrued customs with which it had been 
surrounded and that now new dnd higher 
standards are needed. Mr. Claxton took 
steps to elevate the teaching Standards, to 
reorganize the system as to administration 
end to create the new and more generous 
financial support needed for the ever-grow- 
ing publicechool system of the United 
States. 

Mr. Claxton called a hational educational 
convention and regional convéntions and 
the representatives at*his request were of 
three types: government officials, school 
people and business men. This was the 
first time in our history that the public- 
school system had ever been viewed from 
the three angled—government, school sad 
business. 

“School Life,” published by the Bureau of 
Piducation, reached pearly every schoo! and 
city library. In it were printed the expert 
ences and methods of teachers all over the 
United States in getting the publicechool 
situation equarely before the citisens of 
their communities. 

Facts and figures which were awakening 
and even startling were compiled under Mr. 
Claxton’s supervision. The people were 
given a chance thereby te view our great 
public-school system in {ts entirety. They 
were told that the United States had 20,853,- 
616 children in its rurel and elty schools, 
600,000 teachers were teaching in these 
schools, $1,000,000,000 was required per 
year to finance this large educational sys- 
tem. That each year more pupils, more 
teachers and more dollars would necessa- 
rily enter this great system. 

A second big view of the publieschool 
system of the United States was given by 
Mr. Claxton to combat the prevalent ides 
that the burden of taxation was due to our 
public schools. Figures were compiled for 
1920, which showed that the people of 
the United States spent $32,700,000,000 for 
luxuries and a little over $1,000,000,000 for 
education—twenty times as much for luxu- 
ries as for schools. More was spent for 
luxuries tn 1970 than has been spent in 
Ameri¢a fot education tn all the 300 years 
there have been schools on this continent. 

In 1918 @ total of §919,789,268 was spent 
for education in the Un'ted States. 

For the fifty years previous to 1918 about 
$14,552,796,037 was expended. 

For the years preceding 1870 estt- 
mated $2,168,000,000 was epent. 

Or a grand total for the 300 years of $16, 
645,000,000. Compare this figure with the 
$22,700,000,000 epent in the United States 
for luxurtes in the year 1920.

In addition to these facts about numbers 
and figance, Mr. Claxton pointed out to the 
people the educational fimequalities of the 
different States and made constructive sug- 
gestions as to how they could be remedied. 

Public-school people have had the feeling 
thet there was in Washington a great mind 
alert for their interests and the interests 
of the public-schoo] children. 

On May 12, 1921, President Harding ap- 
pointed Mr. John James Tigert of Lexing- 
ton, Ky., United States Commissioner of 
Education in place of Mr. Claxton. Mr. 
Tigert took the oath of office on June 1 and 
began bis duties on June 2 “Who's Who 
in America” (1921) says of Mr. Tigert; a 
college professor, bora at Nashville, Tena,

University, 1904; BA. in Honor 
School of Jurisprudence, Oxford 
versity, England, 1907 (Ceeill Rhodes

With such a background of prepa. 
ration we shall likely find Mr. Tigert, 
our new Commissioner of Education, 
to be a man of vision. Let us oo- 
operate with him in making’ the pub- 
lic-school system of the United States 
the most efficient and ever-progres- 
sive ir the world.

The collection of etchings now on 
exhibition in the Stendah! galleries, 
Ambassador Hotel, reveals a rare 
discrimination in the selections of 
ertista, in variety of subjects, and in 
quality. of impression. There are 
less than 150 etchings in the entire 
group distributed between th 
nized masters of the graphic art. 
from Duerer and Rembrandt to 
Zorn and Cameron, and the Ameri- 
can contemporary etchers. The val- 
ue of a collection of etchings or of 
a single etching is qualitative rather 
than qualitative, and the Stendah! 
ecoliéction presenta a balance and 
standard of excellence not often at- 
tained,

of Stradivarius and Amati. Rut, 
according to many musicians who 
have handled Lanini's violins, it is 
net a bit too soon to say that there 
is in California an. 
maker who deserves to rank very 
high among his contemporaries. 

Alfred Lanini te 20 years of age. 
His parents are Itallan-Swies, and 
his father settled in the Santa Clara 
Valley in 1876. Young Lanini be- 
came passionately fond of the violin 
as a child, and his first one was 
made out of a citar box. 

On entering the San Jose High 
School, he found a master in the 
late Dr. W. B. Hill, an enthvustestic 
and talented amateur. Finishing 
school, Lanint looked in vain for a 
professional teacher. At last he de- 
cided to go to Italy, where violin- 
making is still a living art. 

In Italy his first master was 
Antoniazzi of Milan. When this fa- 
mous maker died, he left his models. 
drawings and tools to lanini. his 
latest and best pupil Then, after 
studying the art of repairing for 
some time under Farotti, renpted to 


be the best in Milan, Lanini returned ; 


to San Jose in 1914. 

Since 1914 Lanini.has made fifty- 
seven violine—quite an output for a 
man who ia etili under 30. He uses 
Ttalian-Swies wood when this is ob- 
tainable, and his violins are modeled 
after those of Stradivarius, Guar- 
nerius or Camilli. He has several! 
times used a certain species of 
Sierra pine to advantage, but this 
wood is hard to obtain in its best

Eighty Years is Average Span 
of Life in City. 


Babe Production Sets New 
High Record for England. 


BY EVAN GRIFFITHS. 

(BY CARLE—ERCLUSIVE DISPATCH 
LONDON, Oct. 22.—There is no 
Volstead Act in London, which, per- 
haps, is just ag well, for, it appears, 
according to official reports, about 
the only way that one can die here 
is to drink one’s self to death. 

Other methods do not seem to be 
effective. 

It this year breaks whole 
world’s record for salubriouness in 
great cities. 

London. good old London, can lay 
clain., at last, to being the world's 
healthiest city. 

While American statisticlans are 
expending energy upon producing 
proof that New York City is the 
largest on the surface of the earth, 
and pride themselves, apparently, on 
their flat statements that the ar- 
rangements of their citizens in 
layers, distributed in high apart- 
ment-houses and tenements, gives 
them the greatest population in the 
world to the square mile, or acre or 


square inch, or whatnot, London 
gaily cries: 

“Well, what care we? We can- 
not die!” 

LOWEST DEATH RATE. 

Dr. W. H. Hamer., nedical health 
officer of the Lond»n City Council, 
announces that the death rate here 
has fallen to 12.6 for every thousand 
Londoners. And announcing this he 
adds with pride the pleasant truth 
that this is quite the lowest death 
rate London or any other really great 
ever knew.

Philadeiphia, St. Louis and Boston. 
In the meantime, on this side, we

Against London's 12.6 New York 
shows 16.71 deaths annually r 
thousand people, while the London 
figures give the death rates of 
Pittsburg, Philadelphia and New 
Orleans ag more than double that of 
London. 

One London newspaper says: 
“Perhaps in time death of any kind 
will be unnatural to London. If it 
were not for strikes, Lioyd George, 
the new women's fashions, the Irish 
question and American motion-pic- 
ture films we well might hope so.” 
In his learned report Dr. Hamer 
says that if this health rate can be | 
maintained it will increase the 
average epan of life of those who 
reach majority in London to almost 
exactly 80 years. This is an amaz- 
ing statement, but Dr. Hamer must 
be taken seriously. 

Dr. Hamer claims that infant 
mortality in London now has fallen 
to just 76 per thousand, which he 
says. with lovely satisfaction, seems 
to him to compare favorably with 
the 85 per thousand of New York. 

Not only is old London, with ita 
fogs and smoke and music halis 
and supper clubs and Parliament, 
healthier than any American city 
indicated on officia] returns, but it 
is healthier than any other town in 
the United Kingdom and far health- 
ler than the British rdral districts. 

London has madea brand-new 
record in baby production, too. The 
birth rate has increased to 26.4, a 
gain of 45 per cent in a very few 
years. 

AGAIN LEADS NEW YORK. 

And here again New York lags 
woefully behind. Its birth rate, ac- 
cording to the figures which the Lon- 
don experts point to with a certain 
scorn, amounts to only 23.61 per 
thousand. Thus while London savee 
4.11 mature tives more out of each 
thousand every year than New York 
does, it gdds to its population in 
each corresponding period almo 
two more infants than New Yor 
produces to each thousand of in- 
habitants. 

Turning from percentages to actua! 
figures we are told that during this 
summer's unprecedentedly hot 
weather the deaths in London ac- 
tually mumbered 20,000 fewer than 
during the preceding quarter. 

It almost seems as if old nature 
were trying to make up for the piti- 
less slaughter which war thrust on 
Lendon, for the proportion of boys 
born among these very numerous 
births wes greater than is weual by 
a comfortable mar«cin.

Exports for August amounted to 
47,820,586 gallons, an increase of 75 
per cent over the exportationg for 
July. Shipments to insular poases- 
sions amounted to 1,921,692 gallons. 
Total production for the month 
amounte<é to 431.577.1895 gallons. The 
number of petroleum refineries in 
r+ a was 299. the same as in

WORK THESE MONTHS. 


Late fall and winter months are 
the real working periods of the year 
for the battery, Seclared J. W. Gaff- 
j} ney, head of the Gaffney Motor Sales 
Company, distributors of the Du 
Pont four. 

“The battery of every automobile 
will, from now until next April, be 
taxed to the utmost, due to the 
shorter days,” states Mr. Gaffney, 
“and more attention should be ac- 
corded it.

But why not increase 
its longevity? 

“Tt is a fact that the average auto- 
mobile owner elther does not think 
he needs to thoroughly understand 
his car or else he is indifferent to 
the effect that neglect or abuse of 
its mechanism has on his purse. It is 
obvious that the liquid with which 
the battery cells are filled In the 
course of time will suffer evapora- 
tion. This is doubly so because the 
chemical action of the battery pro- 
duces a certain amount of heat, 
which hastens losses due to the in- 
evitable evaporation.- To make up 
for this and keep the liquid up to 
the proper level, distilled water 
must be added at regular intervals, 
once a week in warm weather and 
once in two weeks during the cold 
season. Filtered water may be 
bought at any drug store or garage. 

“When the liquid has been re- 
duced by evaporation, its acid con- 
tent is just the sameandall that is 
necessary to bring it up to the prop- 
er level is adding the plain water.

This is 
known as budding with dormant wood and 
it can be done as jong as the bud sticks can 
be kept fresh in storage. If it is impossible 
to store dormant wood, and there are trees 
from which buds can be secured as needed, 
it is mot necessary to store bud sticks in 
this way, as dormant buds can be found on 
the trees, after they start growing. Every

a twig or branch, which fact an examina 
tion of a tree will plainly show. A great 
many perfectly good buds never grow un- 
less they are in a position where they are 
needed. These buds remain on the trees 
but never grow unless they are forced out. 
There is very little work in preparing the 
trees for budding and the work can be 
started whenever the buds are ready to use. 
It is a good plan to put the buds in rather 
high the first time the budding is done as 
some of the buds may not live and the next 
time the trees are budded the buds may be 
put in below where they were budded the 
previous time and in this way the scar left 


until the bud has thoroughly united with 
the stock. When a bud has united on the 
stock it wili have to be forced out, or it will 
very likely remain dormant and eventually 
perish. This forcing out is done by cutting 
the tree off several inches above the bud. 
All the growth that starts on the stock 
should be kept rubbed off so that the 
strength will go into the bud. The stub is 
left a few inches long above the bud to be 
used as & support to tie the bud to, as it 
develops into a tree. When the bud has 
become strong enough to support itself the 
stub can be removed. 

There are advantages and disadvantages 
in budding high on nursery stock. One ad- 
vantage is that it puts the union of the bud 
and stock up high enough so that it does 
not come in contact with the soil. This 
is a great advantage where certain varie- 
ties of trees will not do well on their own 
roots im that particular soil. One objec- 
tion to high budding is that it makes a tree 
conspicuous, as in the case of the English 
walnut worked on black walnut stock. 


As the season advances, buds of\ the cur- 
rent year’s growth can be used, if they have 
matured enough. It is a good plan to pre- 
pare them several weeks before they are 
needed by cutting off the leaf twig close to 
the bud. This will cause the bud to throw 
off the part of the leaf twig left on it and 
leave the bud in a much better condition 
to work with. When the buds are put in 
late in the season it is usually better to let 
them remain dormant on the tree and not 
to try to force them out until the next 


PLACING THE BUD. 


For the benefit of those who have never 
used the patch bud, I will give a short de 
scription of how it is cut and placed on the 
stock. A knife for cutting patch buds can 
be made by fastening two knives together 
in such a manner that their blades will cut 
parallel to each other about one inch apart. 
A third knife is used to finish cutting out 
and removing the patch bud. When the bud 
has been selected, the patch is cut out by 
placing the double knife with one blade

chickens, ducks, and geese that so noisily 
greet the traveler entering the ranch from 
the steep trail above, one of which may 
later grace his supper board; of the rabbits 
in their storied hutches; of the cattle wan- 
dering Tojenga, Alder Creek, Wildest 
Canyon, and Lynx Guich—that is certainly 
a story of pioneer agriculture brought down 
to the present day. 

There was a time when immense herds 
of cattle were pastured in the San Bernar- 
dino mountains, especially in the country 
about Big Bear Valley from which were 
trails of easy access into the winter range 
country the desert. Even today, the 
cattle industry is a remunerative industry 
in the Big Bear, where are located the I. 5. 
ranch and the BarkerShay holdings. It 
was but recently that a big cattle drive was 

by local newspapers announcing 
the closing of the road ovt of Big Bear 
during the time required for some 500 odd 
head to, be herded down to the feed yards 
at Sam Bernardino. And each year still, 
when snow threatens in the valley, exodus 
is made to the guyetta-grass and browse 
range of Twenty-nine Palms and the Lost 
Horse, while in the spring the big herds 
and smaller bunches are rounded up in the 
desert and headed again for mountain pas 
tures by way of Mission Creek, Little Mo- 
rongo, and Victorville road. 


Clark’s Ranch on the road to Big Bear, 
the laden apple orchards of Oak Glen, the 
tall-cherry trees of Beaumont's “Mile-High 
Ranch” and on the Montgomery Bench, the 
young orchards on the heights above Ban- 
ning, the reservation pastures—all these 
are too familiar and too readily acpessible 
to be thought of as “mountain lands,” but 
can they be placed in any other category? 

Across the Pass, in the San Jacintos, is 
a highland thickly dotted with mountain 
ranches not of the Mexican “mafiana” type 
but well tilled, producing farmsteads, In 
the lower foothills, hidden far back in the 
hills, is the old Wolfskill estate—the prop- 
erty of an old Spanish family—-some four 
thousand acres of canyon sediment and roll- 
ing foothills where now, in deep, black soil 
by a little lake, a grove of stately walnut 
grows, where patches of corn and maize tel) 
of hogs to be raised and fattened, where 
sloping hay flelds thrust themselves into 
every nook and corner of tite hills like fi- 
ords in a rocky coast, where cattle browse 
over the brush clad slopes near-by. When 
Banning was known as San Gorgonio, 
Wolfeskil] was the country-side resort, for 
a healthy spring maintains the level of a 
little lake from which. water for irrigating 
is drawn. 

Higher up on San Jacinto are apple or- 
chards of which Brown's Ranch above 
Cabazon is best known and most fruitful. 
Here, in a broad level swale made fertile by 
soil washed down from pine clad slopes, a 
splendid apple orchard has been established. 
The soil is light sand at the surface but 
passes quickly into a Diack loam, sub-irri- 
gated and easily worked. There are “wet 
fields,” too,—shallow-solled and boggy—un- 
suited to deep-rooting apple trees but 
adapted to late crops of quick maturing 
root vegetables which hogs can root out. 
The choicest of apples mature in this or- 
chard; varieties ranging from the early 
Red Astrachan through Mackintosh, Rome 
Beauty, Ben Davis, Gloria Mundi, Winesap, 
Spitaenberg to Hoover. At Brown's too, the 
mountain slopes and canyong support a 
small herd which can be easily driven to 
market over the reconstructed Hal] Grade 
that steep trail of the days of the Skidway 
lumber boom. 

Other apple orchards border the county 
road to Idyliwiid, from all of which come 
the “mountain apple” in buckboard, old 
hickory, or trailer. South of Idyllwild in 
the San Jacintos are the Garner holdings— 
splendid cattle range, well stocked, and 
with easy retreat in winter to the valley 
pastures and markets in the“valley of San 
Jacinto. 

Farther south, San Diego county displays 
its highland ranches, Above the broad 


marsh-land' ciencga of Warner’s Hot

are found the siountain-top apple orchards

Seattered throughout all these ranges, in 
their lower foothills, especially, are thou- 
sands of small apiaries—for honey is prob- 
ably the most valuable agricultural product 
of the mountains.The foothills canyons 


support a great variety of bearing

lac, manzanita, dogwood, various sages, 
wild buckwheat, and the great succession 
of lupines and late-blooming annuals. 

These, then, the mountains contribute to 
the valleys—choice apples and pears with 
the spice of frost-land in their substance; 
cherries of great size and depth of color; 
feeder cattle, less commonly fattened 
stock; strained honey and combs of white- 
sage homey—distinctive products, all, to 
which must always be appended these two 
immeasurable commodities of inestimable 
worth, namely, climatic protection

To my mind, the 
Malays are the laziest people in the world. 


When work is an exciting or amusing 
game, such as the hunt, they will go on for 
days without signs of fatigue. They seem 
to keep alive by some fanatic «nergy. but 
when work is just plain labor, they will say 
“Wait” or “I must think.” Or a Malay may 
say candidly: “Sir, 1 have just had plenty 
to eat. I am content.” Many times | have 
had a Malay tell me, when I asked him to 
do some work, that be had enough rice and 
fish for the day and that he might die dur 
ing the night. It is an unanswerable argu- 
ment. Tomorrow's food can be found when 
tomorrow comes. 

The Malay’s food is simple and his clothes 
are few. With no more effort than dropping 
a few seeds and covering them with earth, 
he cam grow most of the food he neads. 
aside from his rice and fish. One catch of 
fish will supply his family for weeks and 
give him a surplus to sell to the Chinese 
traders. With the money he can buy some 
cloth and a little powder. Six or seven 
g60d-size@d chickens cost 1 Mexicon dol 
lar; eggs cost 1 Mexican cent; yams, i 
or 2 cents each; pineapples, 2 or 3 cents. 
Why worry about the tomorrow that may 
pevor comet Why should a Malay gentie 
man, who believes in Allah and whose 
stomach is full, do the labor that can be 
done by heathen, pig-eating Chinese? 

“Will you row me across the river?” | 
asked a Malay one day. 

“Tuan, I have eaten and I have had 
plenty,” he replied. “You may take my boat 
and row yourself across the river. Tomor 
row, if Allah grames me life and if | need the 
boat, I will swim over for it.” 

That Malay trait of living for the moment 
has led many a European to murder, and 
more than once it made me feel like run- 
ning amok. It is maddening. Getting work 
out of Malays is a fine art, @ science to be 
learned only after years of patient arguing 
and cajoling. And yet, with all their lazi- 
ness, they are lovable people. In mgst cases 
they are brave and willing to do anything 
for a person they like. 

Under the circumstances, sick with fever 
and worn out by the drive through the fun- 
gle, I was entitled to some doubt as to what 
the next few months would bring. The Sul- 
tan had left strict orders that I was to be 
provided with all the labor I geeded, and 
Omar was there to assist me. However, I 
waited with anxiety to see what the attitude 
of the natives would be after they had Sn- 
ished celebrating, and I was encouraged to 
find that I had earned the name Tuan Gajah 
—Sir Elephant. They were deeply im- 
pressed by the power of the white man who 
had engineered a great drive of sixty ele- 
phants and who owned the exceedingly 
marvelous gun that his man, All, displayed 
with such proud ostentation. | 

Inasmuch as they were receiving no 
money for their work, they had some right 
to object, but I humored them with 
promises of celebrations and games. The 
white man’s camp became a popular place 
in Trengganu. Wonderful tales of what was 
done there spread through the country, and 
the men who had been to the camp could 
command an audience in their home com- 
pounds when they returned. The elephant 
drive was a historic event in the country, 
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and henceforth we had iittle trouble with; 
labor. 
The work of breaking wild elephants mast 


seconds if the men lose control. The first 
task is the building of the stocks where the 
elephants are to be held while they become 
accustomed to men; then comes the work of 
driving into the ground, about four feet 
apart, two rows of heavy stakes, leading 
from the trap to the stocks. Also, next the 
trap, a smal) inclosure, four or five feet 
wide by fifteen long, is built at the end of 
the passageway formed by the stakes. The 
piles of the trap are removed from the en- 
trance to this imclosure end bers are sub 
stituted. Since the elephants were given 
practically no food during the time they 
were kept in the trap, they were half 
starved when the breaking commenced. In 
their weakened condition they were much 
less dangerous to handle, and, too, they 
could then be fed in such a way as to im- 
press upon them the fact that good be- 
bavior brings good treatment. 

The young elephants required no break- 
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ribs. Then, if the elephant strikes, he 
should try to catch the blow on the upper 
part of the arm, where there is the most 
flesh to protect the bone. Such a blow 
never Kknécks a man fat; it sends him 
spinning like a top until he tumbles over. 

The elephant uses both his trunk and 
his lungs in calling, and he has a large 
variety of sounds and combinations of 
sound with which to express himeelf. 
When rushing an enemy, he trumpets 
shrilly; when enraged by wounds, he 
grumbles hoarsely from his throat; he ex- 
presses fear by a shrill, brassy trumpet 
and a roar; and pleasure by a continued 
low squeaking through the trunk. When 
apprehensive of danger or when attempt- 
ing to intimidate an enemy, he raps the 
end of his trunk smartly on the ground 
and trumpets. The peculiar noise sounds 
like that produced by the rolling up of a 
sheet of tin. 

In a moment of danger, the elephant 
colls his trunk to protect it from injury.

ing, and so they were lured from the trap 
with food. They roamed about the camp, 
playing and watching operations. 

As s0onm as the tuskerg were taken from 
the trap, they were killed tor their tvory. 
The tusks were worth almost as much as I 
could get for the live animals, and tusks 
are far easier to bandie than animals that 
have to be broken and fed. Also, as the 
animal dealers say, the elephant might 
“eat and die.” I did the killing with my 
express rife. The explosive bullets pro- 
duced instant death. Another way of kill 
ing an elephant is to strangle him run- 
ning two ropes around his neck and hav- 
ing elephants pull him in opposite dirac- 
tions. 

As soon as all the equipment for break- 
ing was ready, I instructed the natives in 
their work. With a select crew of men, I 
rehearsed all the details of what we were 
going to do and how we were going to do 
it Finally, I ordered food placed in the 
inclosure and the bars drawn. The near- 
est elephant saw the food, flapped his ears 
and walked in. Breaking commenced, 

As soon a6 the elephant enters the 
smaller inclosure, the bars behind him are 
slipped. He eats the food so eagerly that 
he does not realize quite what is happen- 
ing and the men put the knee and foot- 
hobbles om him. These allow him about 
one-quarter of bis normal step. Rattan 
ropes are fastened to his feet and drawn 
out through the bars; his trunk is secured 
#0 that he can do no dantige with it. 

There is a great deal of misunderstand- 
ing about what an elephant can do with 
his trunk. It is a sensitive organ and he 
never user it for heavy labor, but he can 
strike a terrific blow with it. I have seen 
many @ man's ribs and arms broken when 
he neglected to take the proper precau- 
tions. Im approaching a dangerous ele- 


tusks, but never to bear part of the bur 
den. If am unharnessed elephant must 
pull a rope, he holds it In his mouth, tak- 
ing good care to keep his trunk out of the 
way. it has happened many times that 
an elephant-keeper—not a trainer, for a 
trainer knows better—has used a hook a 
little too freely on an elephant's trunk. If 
he doesn't get killed he picks himself up 
several yards from where bn was standing. 
A trainer is invariably pleased at such an 
occurrence, because it shows that the keep- 
er was abusing the elephant and has mere- 
ly received bis deserts. The elephant is 
a good, faithful animal, and he does not 
attack his keeper without excuse, except 
when he is in what is called the “must” 
period, which | shall describe later. 


When the elephant is secured by hob- 
bles, foot-ropes and trunk-ropes, the bars 
leading from the inclosure are removed. 
The foot-ropes have been fastened to the 
stakes and afe ak the elephant 
walks out. The men holding the ropes at- 
tached to the fore feet wind them around 
the two stakes ahead, and those holding 
the ropes attached to the hind feet wind 
them about the first stakes. In this way 
the animal is drawn forward, step by step, 
toward the stocks, while natives prod him 
from behind with poles. If he tries to bolt, 
he simply falls over. It is a difficult, try- 
ing job, because the elephant . still 
vicious. 


The stocks are built in covered stalls, so 
that each elephant is separate from the 
others. Two large uprights are driven in- 
to the ground in the shape of a V; the 
elephant’s head is drawn between them, 
and they are pulled together at the top so 
that be is held securely behind the ears. 
At the corners are uprights, with poles, to 
fence him in, running between them. 
These poles, a trifle below his

The elephant remains in the stocks for F 
about two weeks. During that time he is o « 
fed and petted by a keeper appointed for ent 
that particular job. The keeper crawls tou 
over his back and rubs him behind the tat 
ears and gives him water, fruit and bam- — tat 
boo shoots. The elephant learns hot to be fla’ 
afraid when a man is near him, and he ab 
gradually becomes more docile. During dre 
these two weeks he is fed very lightly be- foo 
cause he must be kept in a weakened con- sal 
dition. 

After two or three weeks, according to - 
the disposition of the elephant, ropes are the 
again attached to his feet, and he fs led are 
out of the stocks. This time he wears alk 
only the kneehobbdles, which allow him pa 
more play. Eight or ten men hold each of tut 
the ropes; tils keeper sits on his head with wi 
& prod; another crew hold the rope at- b 
tached to his trunk; and six or eight men " 
follow with rattan whips. The men with ot 
the whips beat him continually. At first we 
in the excitement, he does not mind the | 
whipping; then he finds the pain unbear- sal 
able. The men on the trunk-ropes lead him on 
about from right to left, while the men on bk 
the foot-ropes stand ready to trip him if to 
he tries to bolt. At last he gives a bellow au 
of pain and the whipping stops. | 

This one bellow marks a _  surprisin dr 
change in the animal. His spirit is broken lat 
and he acknowledges that man fs his’ mae be 
ter. The fact that heis instantly fed and ste 
petted helps him to make up his mind, of wt 
course, and to forget about the old, wild for 
ways of the jungle. Thereafter, a keeper bu 
who does not deliberately make him angry ro 
can handle him easily. His schooling is bk 
brief and he learns readfly to turn, kneel, to 
back and pull. In return he is given plenty | an 
of food and is tied to a tree instead of be-- | 
ing put in the stocks. — wi

to break him. 

Eight months passed in this work. I tr 
was sick with fever and dysentery and I be 
was glsd when we could break camp. of 
Riding on the head of an elephant, I led wi 
my catch threugh the jungle to port. Once co 
again I pafd my respects to the Sultan, it 
who told me that I might hunt in Treng- pr 
ganu whenever | pleased. A year before, 

I should have been wildly delighted at the V 


prospect of having Trengganu open to me 
under his protection, but now, with my 
health brokes, I did not care much if I 
never saw the country again. 

I arranged for the keeping of the ani- 
mals until they could be brought by boat 
to Singapore, and then I caught the first 
coast steamer south, taking four elephants 
with me. At Singapore | found that the 
story of the big capture had Been the talk 
of the city for months. In fact, several 
days after I arrived, I went to call on my 
former enemy, Mahommed Ariff, and he 
took off his turban and bowed. We had 
many dealings after that, and he always 
treated me with the greatest respect and 
honesty. 

When I was leading one of the smaller 
elephants through the street on my way to 
the animal house I had rented in Orchard 
Road, | was approached by an Arab. 

“Tuan, mau jual? (Sir, do you wish to 
sell?") he asked. 

“Of course,” | answered. 1 was sick and 
tired and I did not want te be bothered. 

He persisted. “Tuan, how much?” 


“All of them or just one?” . i“? 
“That one,” he answered, pointing to : 
the elephant I was leading.

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OLLOWING is by Louise Lust in the 
Herald of Health: 

“Salt—chloride of sodium—is a constitu- 
ent of the human body, and is always 
found in wheat and other grains and vege- 
tables. Why mot season food with vege 
table alts? Table salt destroys natural 
flavor in vegetables, but if the salt eater 
abetains from it for a few weeks,- un- 
dreamed of flavors will be discovered in 
food. Salt also induces unnatural thirst— 
salt is am irritating mineral, and if re 
tained in the system, becomes a source of 
disease. If excessive salt eaters lessen 
the quantity used or abstain entirely, they 
are often afflicted with salt salivation, 
showing that somewhere in the system an 
excessive amount of salt e~ists, which na- 
ture gets rid of im that way. The body, 
while the patient undergoes a course of 
hygienic treatment, eliminates the surplus. 

“Entire races of men are unacquainted 
with salt, and thousands of hygienists and 
vegetarians abstain from its use. 

“In regard to the excretion of uric acid, 
sakt does harm, for the addition of a min- 
eral acid diminishes the alkalinity of the 
blood and tissue fiuids, and it is of mo use 
to eat potatoes and evoid acid foods while 
swallowing considerable quantities of salt. 

“Thirst is the general rule for water 
drinking. Those who use a plain unstimu- 
lating diet have little thirst and require 
but little drink. It is tnjurious to load the 
stomach with a large quantity of water 
when nature do@s not deman<: it. As with 
food, all water that cannot be used is a 
burden which must be thrown off. Thea 
routine practice of drinking ©» many tum- 
blers per day is reprehensible. It ts well 
to take a class of water in the morning, 
and at other times according to thirst’ 

“Tt ie unnatural and injurfovs to drink 
water at meals. Nature has intended the 
saliva to be the solvent of the food If 
the food {s well mmsticated and -insall- 
vated i will never need any water or any 
other fluld to ‘wash it down.’ 

“In acute diseases there is often ex- 
treme thirst, and here water drinking may 
be indulged in by taking a little, and 
often. In many cases of low fevers warm 
water will ease thirst. Cool but mot very 
cold water is the most natural drink, but 
it is very important to have the water 
pure.”

MPARATIVELY few among the 

friends of Southern California's 

labyrinth of mountain trails know of 

this hidden, but very easily acces- 
sible waterfall, pouring smoothly over the 
lip of its bowl-like rock from the height 
of some 200 or 300 feet and plashing, with 
cool suggestion, into a glistening green pool 
below. 


The whole of Eaton’s Canyon appears 
on the map as a snakelike dividing line be- 
tween Mt. Lowe and Mt. Wilson, wriggling 
its way up to San Gabriel Peak, and 
crossing the Lowe-Wilson trail about 
half the distance between the two points, 
as it pursues its devious way to the sum- 
mits. This Upper Eaton's Canyon offers 
wonderful surprises to the well-booted and 
rough<lad hiker. There are whole mesas 
covered with the marveldusly upright, 
creamy waxen bloom of spiky yuccas, 
more poetically, and most approximately, 
called in the musical Spanish language 
“Candelabro de Dios,” or the Candelabra 
of God.

“water babies.” The glassy surface faith 
fully duplicates overhanging alders and 
the tender greenish yellow of young bushes 
clinging precariously to the upright sides 
but is occasionally ruffled 
into-a miniature storm of wavelets by 
some cool draft sucking up the canyon 
from below. And then this wind, seeking 
and finding no opening except 
at the top, files round and round, a small 
tornado, finally rushing off through the 
broken edge of the cliff from which tum- 
bles and gushes the fall, furiously blowing 
the narrow stream upward and outward in 


a fan-shaped, feathery mist, so great is the 


force with which it strikes the water on 
its way out. 


There is an enchanted wierdness about 
this spot, a hushed stillness, which seems 
to warrant and confirm an old Indian 
legend. 

To this retreat, one summer day long 
ago, came a beautiful slender Indian 
maiden and her bfidegroom. 

They placed the bridal tepee so that it 
faced the singing waterfall, with its back 
to the rocky wall, and day and night the 
music of falling waters wooed them from 
thoughts of the world of strife and dan- 
ger, so far away, seemingly, yet, in reality, 
so terribly near and unescapable. 

And the you bride wove happily at 
her bead work, jle her husband smoked 
away the idle hours of his honeymoon, in 
peaceful security. 

But, while the trail into this paradise 
was always within range of his ready ar- 
row, should any hostile foot steal upon it, 
and he knew that no other way in was 
possible, yet, unknown to him, high over- 
head among the rocks, dwelt a grim evil 
spirit, who had long ago chosen this as his 
home. Its loneliness suited his black 
deeds, and to those mortals who by chance 
happened upon it he visited his wrath in 
such punishment that they never returned 
to trouble his wicked plans 

At first the sight of these two provoked

An Ideal Spot For a Day of 
Picnicking is Found Here. 


O THE idly curious alone, or those de 

sirous of merely finding a pot too re- 
motely picturesque “picnic lunchroom,” 
this beautiful place holds out the greatest 
attraction of any near by, in being so 
easily reached. But little exertion is 
necessary, after alighting from motor, or 
stage, at the Mt. Wilson  tollhouse, 
beyond a slight detour around the build- 
ing, to the right, which at once discloses 
the toll road bridge across the arroyo. 
Reaching the bridge, a small Sight of 
stone steps is seen leading down into the 
canyon, making the descent perfectly com- 
fortable for those who have arrived on the 
scene in city garb. 

An interesting tunnel, from all appear- 
ances some old mine of earlier days, now 
filled with water and giving forth mysteri- 
ous hollow echoes, offers opportunity for 
the curious, at the beginning of this trail. 
But the tunnel of greenness ahead soon 
offers a counter-attraction, as it wanders 
along the bed of the stream, twisting and 
turning, with occasional flights of rock 
steps, for a distance of about equal to 
three city blocks. 

And just at this point is the reason why 
this waterfall usually escapes attention. 
Because, to the right, and acress the bab- 
bling stream appears mailed to a tree one 
of those characteristically informal signs 
peculiar to our California mountain trails. 
And this, besides disclosing the inviting 
information that some hitherto unheard of 
vacation place is only setiie “three miles” 
farther, offers, for the expenditure of a 
quite small amount of exertion, all the well 
known and appreciated comforts of our 
mountain camps and more particularly, 
cold, icy things to drink. Few can resist 
this seductively wellcalculated offer, 
which usually livres the thirstfly investi- 
gating and pantingly hopeful climber past 
this point. When, only a few steps around 
the bend is the surprising sight of a beau- 
tiful, never before told about waterfall, 
wasting ite charm and music upon the un- 
responsive rocks! 

But to the real hiker and trail lover 


there is an even more delightful way to 
get there. This consists in starting from

Los Angeles, ingthe manner sanctioned by 
custom, and followed by thousands of 
hardy “city mountaineers,” along a trail 
whose beginning is at one of those g£ate- 
ways above which are magie signs. To 
the duly commonplace and  uninitiate, 
these signs merely set forth the names, as 
ordinary destinations, of “citylets” along 
our great mountain chain, from Los An- 
geles to San Bernardino. But these sweet 
names, to the hordes of waiting, kahki-clad 
joy seekers, translate themselves in terms 
of canyon, mountain top and shaded 
streams, most of our smal) and lovely, or 
ange perfumed towns in that direction 
usually serving also as the starting point 
for all well-known camps in the Sierras. 

Through one of these gateways the 
train for Pasadena is taken, and a transfer 
secured to North Lake avenue, the cars 
coing east on Colorado street, in Pasa- 
deng, to the end of the line. 


The Trail Down is Within Sight of 
Mt. Wilson's Rugged Flanks. 


ROM here, down to the tollhouse, is 

an easy walk, fronting the inspiring 
flanks on which Mt. Wilson auto road 
is plainly to be seen zig-zagging its way 
up in the golden suftshine, and all too soon 
Altadena drive is reached, ag it crosses 
in front of the tollhouse, surrounded by 
hordes of honking motors, impatient to be 
off up the mountain. 

But the hikers follow this boulevard to 
the right for about half a mile, until a 
charming little bungalow reached, 
perched on the brink of an embankment 
overlooking the wash, and down this 
embankment the polite owner has cut a 
road leading directly into the wonderland 
beneath. 

This in turn becomes a serpentine trail 
among parklike vistas. Through green, 
sun-dappled retreats, it winds, past lovely 
spots that fairly beg to be occupied by pic- 
nic baskets and lazy Times Magazine read- 
ers, showing occasional revelations of blue 
sky decorated with leafy patterns, at in- 
tervals the foliage’ falling apart to frame 
tawny rugged slopes, Mt. Lowe peering over 
the ridge in front. 


At this point an abandoned and ancient 
stage depot and shed appears, relic of less 
speedy, but probably fully as pleasant 
days of the past, offering picturesque pos- 
sibilities for the camera from a historic 
standpoint, and, after a few steps upon 
this graveled road, that part of it is 
reached which is crossed by the bridge, 
and it is necessary to step aside that the 
haughty motors may spin up the dizzy 
heights. 

From here the steps lead the way on 
down to the path which holds such lovely 
possibilities for the pleasure-seeking jaded 
worker, who, from only one afternoon spent 
in this quietly entrancing corner of the great 
outdoors, will return, refreshed and invigo- 
rated to meet the daily grind with a mind 
stored full of the charm of Lower Eaton 
Canyon.

Classification According to District 
Helps to Identify Oriental Rugs. 


oe geographical division is the one that 

is naturally made. So, while there are 
many kinds of oriental rugs, it is possible to 
group them all into four classes, approxi- 
mately representing the districts of their 
manufacture. These classes are the Turko- 
man, the Turkish, the Persian and the Cau- 
casian. Besides these there are the rugs 
of India and of China, both of which are 
properly classed as orientals. 


the Orient are Woven into Persian Rugs. 


T IS im the Persian rug that is found in 

the fullest measure the witchery, the 
imagination, the personality of the East. 
Here in the middie ages were woven the 
ywonder rugs of the world, produced with an 
artistry sustained by a feeling of national 
pride, which did not permit poor or stand- 
ardized work. While the old rugs are sel- 
dom found for sale, those of later make are 
available. The rugs made there at the 
present time are probably the best exam- 
ples of modern rug weaving to be found. 
At various centers in Persia rug making 
bas been standardized and commercialized, 
and the output is large, or it was until the 
disturbances of the war put a temporary 
stop to the industry. As to the future of 
the industry, it is difficult to prophecy at 
the present time, but it hardly seems likely 
that an inherited art that has been brought

I wondered what he had on his mind. As 
a matter of fact, I would have sold the ele 
phant for $450, because it was young and 
small. At the animal house, he again 
“asked me if I would sell for $3000; then he 
undid several of the shirts he was wearing 
pnd pulled forth an old wallet. He gave 
me $500 to bind the bargain and called a 
friend of his to act as witness. When he 
left to get the rest of the money, I went to 


the stall where I had placed the animal 
and examined it. 


It didn’t take me long to discover why 
the Arab was willing to pay $3000. The 
little elephant had twenty toes instead of 
the usual eighteen. Twenty-toed elephants 
are held in veneration throughout India, 
and are keenly sought by all the rajas and 
maharajas for the prosperity they are sup- 
posed to bring. They are guarded more 
carefully and quartered even more sumptu- 
ously than the white elephants of Siam, 
and the price they will bring is determined 
almost entirely by the amount the rajas 
can gather together. My little twenty-toed 
elephant was a faultiess specimen. He 
was about five years old and stood four and 
a half feet high. His head was perfectly 
shaped; his back was straight and abso 
lutely even with the top of his head. 

I was naturally disgusted to think that ] 
had let such a bargain slip out-of my 
hands, and, when the Arab returned, i! 
blamed him for cheating me when I was 
sick with the fever. 1 abused him and his 
ancestors and gave a great show of indig- 
nation. He begged me to take the money 
and give him the elephant; I refused the 
money and told him to take the elephant 
out of my sight. 

“IT have put a curse on him,” I said. “He 
will be dead within twenty-four hours.” 

At this he burst into tears, begging me 
to remove the curse. He said that he was 
a poor man and that the elephant’s death 
would ruin him. Finally we reached a 
compromise. He would pay me an extra 
$500, and | would arrange transportation 
to India for the elephant. Then, if the 
sale proved profitable, he was to return to 
Singapore and pay me an additional $500. 
He swore by Allah and the Prophet that he 
would keep his word. So I removed the 
curse and took his money and he departed 
happily. A month later he returned and 
paid me the $500. He had sold the ele- 
phant to the Maharaja of Mysore for 10,- 
000 rupees. TheArab later bought four 
large elephants from me. 

During my nineteen years in the Malay 
Archipelago I captured hundreds of ele 
phants, but none of the herds was so large 
as my first catch. And, though I always 
looked carefully at an elephant’s feet be- 
fore I sold him, never again did 1 bag one 
with twenty toes. 

Of all the animals | have handled in my 
experience as a collector, | prefer ele 
phants. They are interesting and amusing 
beasts, and, once broken, they become 
hard-working and affectionate. They 
never show any inclination to go back to 
the jungle, even when used for the purpose 
of running wild elephants. In Siam all the 
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female elephants, and their presence calme 
the heré. heave seen the tame elephants 
press In upon a wild elephant, holding him 
while he docilely allowed himeelf to be 
hobbled. 


The hunts in Siam are for tuskers, and 
the females are for the most part allowed 
to run free again to breed. The tuskers 
are used in the teak forests for handling 
logs. The females bear young about every 
three years until they reach an age of from 
seventy to seventy-five years. The period 
of carrying varies from eighteen months in 
the case of a female baby to twenty-one 
months in the case of a male. A baby ele 
phant, as I have already written, weighs 
approximately 200 pounds at birth and 
stands thirty-six inches high. It suckles 
from six to nine months. The breasts of 
the female are located just back of the 
fore legs, and the baby runs its trunk up 
along its mother's side while nursing. Its 
next food is fruit and the tenderest bam- 
boo shoots. It is very fond of sugar. It 
grows at the rate of one inch a month up 
to its third year and attains its full 
growth, but not maturity, at about twenty- 
five.. The age of an elephant is told large 
ly by the ears; an old animal has ragged 
ears and sunken cheeks. The height of an 
elephant is almost exactly twice the dis- 
tatice around its foot. . 

A herd of elephants is invariably led by 
the females, perhaps because they are the 
more alert to catch the least sign of dan- 
er. If the herd is put to flight, the males 
take the lead, breaking through the jungle 
and making a trai’ for the females and 
young. An elephant never goes around 
things; he either pushes them to one side 
or goes straight through. He is very 
sure-footed and, on anvrthing that looks 
doubtful, he will never step without first 
putting out a foot and trying it. For that 
reason, it requires some skill to build a 
pit-trap that will not attract attention. A 
pit-trap is practically useless, however, be- 
cause the elephant is invariably injured in 
the fall; it allows the capture of the baby, 
in the case of females, but at the cost of 
the good, full-grown animal. Wild ele- 
phants, grazing in a herd, travel rapidly if 
they are frightened, but usually they saun- 
ter along, sleeping during the day and

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feeding at night. Their food consists 
chiefly of grasses, bamboo shoots, cocoa- 
nuts and the bark of some trees. Lone ele. 
phants and outcasts from the herd are dan- 
gerous animals and should be killed. 

There comes a period known as “must,” 
when even the most reliable elephant be- 
comes a dangerous animal. Like the Ma- 
lay he “sees red” and runs amok. A good 
elephant keeper can detect the madness 
several days before it reaches the danger- 
ous stage, and, by securing the animal 
with hobbles, can prevent trouble. In the 
cheeks of the elephant are two small 
holes, called “errors,” and from these holes 
oozes a slight secretion. One of the keep- 
er’s duties each day is to examine the 
holes and run a piece of straw into them. 
If there is an odor of musk about the 
straw when he pulls it out, it is an indica- 
tion that the “must” period is coming. 
Sometimes the keeper fails to make this 
test, and the elephant runs amok, killing 
people and leaving a trail of wreckage be- 
hind ‘him. 

On one of my visits to Sydney with a 
consignment of animals for the Zoological 
Gardens, 1 found the entire crew of ele- 
phant keepers busy with the task of try- 
ing to control an animal that was in 
“must.” His keeper had failed to make 
the test, and the elephant had suddenly 
gone mad. Fortunately he was in his stall! 
at the time. When | arrived, he had 
wrecked the stall, and the keepers were 
afraid that he might get loose. Another 
stall had been arranged, but they could 
figure out no way of changing him to it. 
The men were thoroughly frichtened and 
absolutely refused to risk hobbling him. 
The director of the gardens offered me 
£100 if | would do it, and, since I had Ali 
and several of my own men with me, I 
agreed to try. 

With elephant hooks strapped to our 
wrists, we entered the stall.
